THE DARLEY ARABIAN 


All Thoroughbreds trace in tail-male line to three stallions: 
The Darley Arabian, Godolphin Arabian, and the Byerly 
Turk. Of these three, the Darley Arabian, while perhaps 
possessing no mark of superiority lacking in the other two, 
is the most prevalent in tail-male descendants today. Some 
88% of the stakes winners in America last year are direct 
descendants of the Darley Arabian in tail-male line. 


In a letter published in the Bloodstock Breeders’ Review of 
1912, Thomas Darley, who had joined the hunting club in 
Aleppo, Syria, and acquired an interest in horses, wrote to 
his brother in England on Dec. 21, 1703: 


“ . . Since my Father expects I should send him a stallion, 
I esteem myself happy in a colt I bought about a year and a 
half agoe, with a desyne indeed to send him ye first good 
opportunity. He comes four the latter end of March or the 
beginning of Aprill next; his colour is Bay, and his near foot 
before with both his hind feet have white upon them; he has 
a blaze downe his face something of the largest. He is about 
15 hands high, of the most esteemed race among the Arabs, 
both by Syre and Dam and the name of the said race is called 
Mannika ...’ Thus it would appear the Darley Arabian 
was foaled in 1700. 


Mannika evidently was a variation of spelling of Managhi. 
Lady Wentworth in her book Thoroughbred Racing Stock 
says, “His sire came from the stock of Dahes before the 
time of Saidna Suleyman, i. e., King Solomon, who is often 
spoken of among the Arabs as if he had lived the day before 


yesterday.” His identity as a pure Arab seems to have been 
established, substantiated by the researches of Lady Anne 
Blunt who found much to prove he was of the celebrated 
Managhi Hedruz strain. 


The young imported stallion was put to stud in England at a 
modest fee of some $27.50 and proved to be a tremendous 
success. Bred to only a few mares, and those mostly of in- 
different quality, the Darley Arabian’s first real top horse 
was Flying Childers, fleetest of his day and grandsire of the 
great, unbeaten Eclipse. He also sired Bleeding, afterward 
called Bartlett’s Childers, Almanzor, Whitelegs, Cupid, 
Brisk, Daedalus, Dart, Skipjack, Manica, Aleppo, Whistle- 
jacket, many other good runners including *Bully Rock re- 
putediy America’s first imported Thoroughbred which ar- 
rived here in 1730 at age of 21. He stood for nearly 30 
years, his last foal being reported in 1733. 


According to a description appearing in the American Turf 
Register of 1830, the Darley Arabian was strongly and ele- 
gantly formed. His neck was long, arched, joining with his 
head well; his shoulders were of the best model; his chest 
and body capacious, swelling, and highly formed; his loins 
strong, and well joined to his sacrum; his quarters full and 
well muscled and placed well for easy, quick, and graceful 
action. His legs were clean, sinewy and elastic; his hock 
strong and unexceptionable; his pasterns were without fault; 
his bones, though not very large, were well turned and strong.

Big Bill's Value 


An operative we have spotting for us 
in Washington, D. C. (we've got to keep 
him anonymous. you understand), calls 
to our attention a story in the Washington 
Post and Times Herald. “Might make a 
News or Not piece for you.” he says in 
red pencil on the margin of a lengthy 
article. on Wheeling Downs and its 
affluent mentor William (Big Bill) Lias. 
Or is it Vassilios Liacakos? 

As you know. Mr. Lias and the govern- 
ment have not been like that for a long 
time. Mr. Lias with one hand is appeal- 
ing to the U. S. Court of Appeals a $3 
million tax claim, while with the other 
hand he is engaged in holding off the U. 
S. Immigration Service, which wants to 
deport him to Greece. 

Because Mr. Lias’ principal asset at 
present is Wheeling Downs. the court ask- 
ed 2 race track managers to appraise the 
worth of the West Virginia establishment. 
Selected for the job were Edward J. Bren- 
nan. of Monmouth Park, himself a form- 
er manager of Wheeling Downs. and 
Bryan Field, of Delaware Park. The 
appraisers last month filed an 18-page 
estimate of Mr. Lias and his race track. 
and it is this report which was given full 
treatment by the Washington newspaper. 
Excerpts from the official document 
follow: 


“Your appraisers feel that in viewing 
the whole picture of politics. date battles. 
bookmaking possibilities. legislative 
changes. and competitive problems. .. Mr. 
Lias is better able to cope with these 
problems than would be a green-horn new- 
comer to the Wheeling area. 

“Therefore. on the assumption that some 
sort of a Lias regime would continue in 
control, the signers of this report believe 
that the appraisal of the going value at 
private sale would be. . . $3,100.000. 

“However, were Lias to be eliminated 
—and were a prospective purchaser to 
come in ‘cold’ and gain control of the 
track. perhaps by a forced sale, or by 
purchasing under set of circumstances that 
would alienate and antagonize the present 
political, and other. elements which have 
such a value in the Wheeling area—then 
your appraisers believe that the going 
value at such a sale would be. . . $2,125.- 
000. 

“It is obvious that within a decade 
William G. Lias and associates have taken 
over a virutally defunct Fair Grounds 
enterprise. one segment of which was a 
race track. and have changed it into a 
productive and lucrative race track. In 
support of the opinion that prior to 1945 
the racing enterprise was poor. is the 
evidence of Mr. Brennan who was emplovy- 
ed in the late 30s by the late Henry S. 
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Horkheimer, who leased the track from 
the then Fair Grounds corporation. 

“General manager Brennan had as his 
aide and resident manager Walter Donovan’ 
currently executive vice president and 
general manager at Garden State Park. 
Despite the obvious ability of Brennan 
and Donovan. the Horkheimer lease pros- 
pered only modestly. 

“Mr. Horkheimer, recognizing at the 
time the competitive damage done to their 
enterprise by rampant bookmaking in 
Wheeling. sent to Mr. Lias to protest. In 
that far-off day. Mr. Lias promised Messrs. 
Horkheimer eft. al. that he would cease to 
book bets on the Wheeling races so that 
any prospective customers wanting to be 
in on horse racing at Wheeling Downs 
would have to do so in person at the track, 
and could not do so in a poolroom or on 
the telephone in absentia... . 

“Labor is not only a problem today 
from the standpoint of union organization. 
but it becomes an additional problem for 
a seasonal enterprise of this kind. While 
seasonal. it nevertheless requires skilled 
and capable labor. Mr. Lias seems well 
able to ‘take care of himself’ as to the 
improper intrusions of labor racketeers. . 
“Mr. Lias’ near and distant relatives. 
members of his family. and devoted ‘side- 
kicks’ through the years from former 
enterprises. including bootlegging. are to 
be found there in positions of use and 
employment. . . . He has a devoted band 
of emplovees who are willing to work 
hard for him. but who might not be so 
enthusiastic for a new owner. Again using 
a simile. there is something in the opera- 
tion akin to a political boss distributing 
patrongage and jobs to worthy henchmen.” 


Field and Brennan also considered the 
possibility that the West Virginia legisla- 
ture may try to increase the pari-mutuel 
takeout in the state. They said. “Talking 
plainly and realistically. Mr. Lias might 
be able to ‘stand this off? for a longer 
period of time than could a newcomer. .. .” 


New Track, New Record 


Mr. Favor. a 6-year-old gelding by Crack 
Favor. on January 15 set a world record 
for 615 furlongs at Turf Paradise. new 
Arizona race track. Carrying 126 pounds. 
he ran the distance in 1:1525. cutting two- 
fifths of a second from the record set by 
Snark at Hialeah Park on February 9. 
1937.

CALIFORNIA 
The 800-Pound Winner 


Los ANGELEs. A liver-chestnut colt that 
seemed to have everything against him— 
lack of size. half-vision in his right eve, 
and a jockey who was picked up as a last- 
minute substitute—won the ninth running 
of the $155.960 Maturity Stakes at Santa 
Anita Park. 

Trackmaster. from the first crop of On 
Trust. got up right at the wire to win the 
l144-mile special for 4-year-olds after a 
race that had more than its share of drama. 
suspense, and unexpected thrills. 

It is one of those paradoxes of breeding 
that. although On Trust definitely was 
not a mudder. Trackmaster moves far up 
in all sorts of off going. So. to set the 
stage for this storybook race. the weather- 
man picked the middle of the week before 
the Maturity to drench Los Angeles with 
more than 7 inches of rain. Owner J. Hal 
Seley and trainer Ted Saladin beamed 
with every drop that fell. 

They weren't beaming at noon” on 
Maturity day when it was discovered that 
Don Lewis. leading apprentice at the track. 
had broken a bone in his left wrist in an 
innocent-looking spill in the eighth race 
the evening before and would be unable 
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to ride Trackmaster. Ralph Neves. a 
money rider for many years, was selected 
for the mount. and the old pro gave Track- 
master a perfect ride. 

It was a tough break for Lewis, losing 
his big chance because of a minor injury. 
He’s brilliant young prospect, and 
possibly could have done just as well with 
Trackmaster. 

That was the setting when the field of 
6 came out for the parade. Although the 
track was officially “slow.” and the crowd 
of 45.000 had been warned by newspapers 
that Trackmaster figured to benefit the 
most by the going, On Trust's little son was 
the second-longest shot in the race. 


The Strategy 


Guerrero and Beau Busher. the speed 
horses, set the early pace, as expected. 


and Sailor was third. At the half-mile pole. 
Hedley Woodhouse. riding Brookmeade 
Stable’s Sailor. seemed to sense that the 
leaders beginning to give away. 
Either that. or Woodhouse figured to pick 
up several lengths with a surprise 
maneuver. 

At any rate, he shot out of third place 
into the lead—but Eddie Arcaro was not 
to be caught napping. When Sailor moved. 
it was a signal for Arcaro and Traffic 
Judge to take off behind them. Honeys 
Alibi made a valiant bid to keep pace 
with them. and Trackmaster came up from 
last place in the middle of the track. 

Rounding the far turn. Sailor was in 
command. but Traffic Judge never let him 
get too far away and at the top of the 
home stretch Arearo and the Judge grab- 
bed the lead. It looked like the race was 
their's. 

Meanwhile. Trackmaster had been mov- 
ing up slowly in the middle of the track. 
A furlong from the wire, it still seemed 
that he had no chance to catch Traffic 
Judge. A sixteenth away. you no longer 
were so sure. Thirty yards from the wire. 
he was lapped on the Judge. about half

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a length from the lead. and inside the last 
10 yards he made it. 

The “slow” track not only moved Track- 
master up so much that he was able to 
win. but it tired Sailor so much that he 
was defeated. 

Sailor, which arrived by plane from 
Florida only 10 days before the Maturity. 
ran a truly wonderful race. and if the track 
had been fast—or if he had had a chance 
for a prep race—my feeling is that he 
would have won. He tired pretty badly 
in the stretch. but still proved himself a 
horse of much speed and class. 

After the race. there was some criticism 
of Arcaro’s ride on Traffie Judge. Some 
felt Eddie had moved too soon. But he 
had figured the horse he had to beat was 
Sailor. He moved with the Judge when 
Sailor moved. and he accomplished what 
he set out to do—he beat Sailor. It was 
just fate that the long shot in the race 
came along to snatch the victory in’ the 
last jump. 


Trackmaster and Master 


You have to admire Trackmaster. He 
weighs only 800 pounds, and he is smaller 
than Determine. according to Saladin. H+ 
has a spot in his right eve. which account: 
for his half-vision. He cannot 
the inside or between horses. which is the 
reason Neves kept him on the outside all 
the way in the Maturity. 

Seley’s introduction to racing was not a 
happy affair. His first horse was War 
Valor. which he bought one Thursday. On 
Saturday. the horse broke a leg in a race 
at Del Mar and was destroved. Since then, 
however. the Selevs have had their share 
of good fortune. Duplicator won the $50 - 
000 California Breeders Champion Stakes 
in the Seley colors in 1948. then finished 
eighth in the Kentucky Derby. and Track- 
master the California Derby and 
Yerba Buena Handicap. both in off going 
at Tanforen, before invading Santa Anita. 

About 4 vears ago. Seley purchased the 
Hemet Stock Farm. about 40 acres. and he 
now has 65 horses. counting both racing 
and breeding stock. He is a part-owner 
of the Los Angeles Rams. He made a 
fortune manufacturing vitamin products 
for animals and plants.

The 
schedule. under protest from the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion, is roughly similar to the ones which 
have been followed by the New Jersey

will have 2 25-day meetings and Mon- 
mouth Park and Atlantic City each will 
have one session of 50 days. The dates:

Before granting the dates the commis- 
sion heard suggestions on the 1956 sched- 
ule from Amory L. Haskell. John B. Kelly, 
and Eugene Mori. presidents of Monmouth 
Park, Atlantic City, and Garden State 
Park. Mori requested the usual spring 


and fall meetings for Garden State. and 
there was no debate on his request. Kelly 
and Haskell. however. disagreed thie 
mid-summer dates. 

Haskell asked

for Monmouth’s 
meeting from mid-June 
until early August. Kelly said he was 
not satisfied with Atlantic City’s usual 
dates —- early August until early October. 
If Atlantic City operated for 50° straight 
days. he preferred to open about August 1 
instead of August 10.

Haskell said an earlier opening for At- 
lantic City would mean an earlier opening 
for Monmouth Park. and he added that 
Monmouth could not operate on its pres- 
ent scale if the meeting was limited to 
June and July. A June-July meeting was 
not desirable because the resort hotels in 
the Monmouth area were not open in 
early June. and the best days at Monmouth 
were in early August when the track was 
not competing with a track in the New 
York City area, Haskell said. 

Kelly replied that he would be willing 
for Monmouth to have the entire month

of August if Atlantic City could operate 
during the month of July. He suggested 
that Atlantic City operate in July and Sept- 
ember. Monmouth in June and August. 

Haskell opposed the proposal for split 
meetings. He said that Monmouth would 
have a hard time holding many of its bet- 
ter stables if the track operated split 
meetings. that it was a dangerous assump- 
tien that Monmouth could do as well with 
2 meetings as with one. 

The commission leaned towards Has- 
kell’s opinions. and several days later the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective A+- 
sociation, through division president John 
Machise, protested the allotment because 
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the schedule provided for an 1l-day lag 
between the end of the Garden State 
spring meeting and the opening at Mon- 
mouth. 

Said Machise: “We feel the commission 
is showing little regard for the welfare of 
the owners. trainers. mutuel clerks. and 
others who make their living from racing. 
The New Jersey HBPA will meet at an 
early date to discuss the dates situation.” 


NEW YORK 
Stakes and Closing Policies 


The Greater New York Association has 
announced a stakes program for the first 
36 days of the 1956 New York racing sea- 
son, April 2-May 12 at Jamaica. and has 
reported a change in policy on closing 
dates. 

Twelve stakes. with an added value of 
$305.000. will be run during the Jamaica 
meeting. Last year Jamaica opened the 
New York season with a 20-day meeting. 
and offered 9 stakes worth $260.000. 
Among the changes in the 1956 program: 
a reduction in the value of the Wood Me- 
morial from $100.000 to $50.000 and the 
addition to the program of the $50.000 
Grey Lag Handicap. the $20.000 Swift 
Stakes. and the $25.000 Acorn Stakes. The 
Swift and the Acorn, previously run at 
Belmont Park. were transferred to Jamaica 
this year because the Belmont opening has 
been delayed from April 25 to May 14. 
The Grey Lag had its last 
Jamaica in 1953. 

Nominations for the Jamaica stakes will 
not close until approximately 2 weeks be- 
fore the races are to be run. The GNYA 
said this pelicy would be followed for all 
stakes at New York this year. except those 
already closed and the Belmont Stakes and 
Coaching Club American Oaks. 

The Belmont Stakes will close on Febru- 
ary 15. the same date as in 1955: but the 
asseciation has decided to permit $5.000 
supplementary nominations to close 5 days 
before the 1956 running.

Leach said last week (The Blood-Horse of 
January 28. page 222) that he planned to 
retire from the Thoroughbred business be- 
cause of ill health. 

Included in the sale were 2 farms of 193 
and 633 acres. 16 broodmares. and_ the 
stallions Bull Brier. Fly Away, and King’s 
Stride. 

W. E. Charles. of Miami. who acted as 
agent in the sale. said the new owners 
would keep approximately 50 mares at 
the farm and also would offer training 
quarters for yearlings and older horses. 
Leach recently built a 7-furlong training 


track, with an 8-stall starting gate. at the 
633-aere farm. 

Veeneman. Reynolds. and Campbell have 
been in the horse business for many years. 
Veeneman is chairman of the board of 
directors at Churchill Downs. Since 1945 
he has raced a small stable. from which 
have come the stakes winners Phar Mon. 
Tweets Boy, Black George. and Happy 
Carrier. He is the breeder of the stakes 
winners Dean Cavy, Mr. Good. and Royal 
Mon. 

Reynolds has been interested principally 
in trotting although he keeps 
several Thoroughbred mares at his farm 
near Anchorage. Ky. Among his best 
Standardbreds are Direct Rhythm and 
Meadow Rice. 

Campbell, a contractor and build- 
er, has owned Thoroughbreds for about 20 
vears. He is a director of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association and Timonium 
race track. and he has served as a director 
of the Maryland division of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Assvocia- 
tion. One of his best horses is Ram 0’ 
War. which won stakes in 1953 and 1954 
and last year finished second in the Royal 
Palm Handicap and third in the Me- 
Lennan Handicap. 

Obrecht and Woods have not been prom- 
inently associated with the sport.

Social Outcast in Waiting 


Miawr. Nashua had just had his first 
publie trial. a slow gallop once around 
the track before some 18.000 spectators 
at Hialeah Park. and now the big colt 
was back in his barn. 

Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons. Nashua’s 81- 
year-old trainer. invited us to a spot near 
the barn. and there we had a lively chat 
about the progress of the expensive son 
of *Nasrullah. 

“Frank.” he said. “you saw Nashua out 
there this afternoon. How did he look? 
That's what I thought. too. He looked fine 
and sharp. He seemed amused by the 
noise and the crowds when he jogged past 
the stands. And I believe the folks out 
there enjoyed watching him again. [ al- 
ways say a real first-class horse is a boom 
to racing.” 

How far he is from a race? 

“He'll be ready. I believe. in a couple 
of weeks.” said Mr. Fitz as he shaded 
his eyes from a hot sun. “We would like 
to give him at least one conditioner before 
the Widener Handicap. I'm sure there is 
a race or 2 in the book for him. but the 
question is whether anyone else will run 
against him. 

“I feel Nashua today is in wonderful 
condition. He has moved to a schedule 
we planned for him since he came down 
from Kentucky in ship-shape manner. As 
a matter of fact, Nashua is training for the 
Widener much better than he did for the 
Flamingo down here last winter. What a 
pleasure. He’s never taken a lame step, 
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Switch On (right) took the lead

early in the stretch in the Palm Beach Handi- 


cap, then held off the late charge of Social Outcast (left) to win by 1% lengths. 


and the big fellow seems to know what 
is asked of him. Bull-headed? Oh. no. 
He’s playful. He likes to work. and he 
likes to run.” 

What about Bowie’s $200.000 offer to 
bring Swaps and Nashua together again 
this spring? 

“That's a lot of money,” said Mr. Fitz.

The Toughest Rival 


Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt's Social Out- 


cast. which must be considered one of 
Nashua’s toughest rivals this year. turned 
in a masterpiece in the Palm Beach 


Handicap, his first start of the winter 
last Wednesday. Although he was beaten 
114 lengths by G. S. Colella’s Switch On. 
the durable gelding thrilled the crowd of 
20,145 with his spectacular stretch run. 
It was almost a carbon copy of his effort 


in the Palm Beach of 1955. when he placed 
second to Blessbull. 

Social Outcast, under 124 pounds. was 
last leaving the gate. and he had only one 
horse beaten approaching the 3-furlong 
pole. Entering the stretch. Eric Guerin 
steered him almost to the center of the 
track, and on he came. making up about 
10 lengths from the three-sixteenths pole 
to the wire. It was a smashing perform- 
ance. Had there been another sixteenth 
—the Palm Beach is only 7 furlongs — 
the son of Shut Out--Pansy would have 
overhauled the New England-owned 
sprinter. 

In our opinion Social Outcast will win 
the 9-furlong $50.000 McLennan Handicap 
on February 4. He will be more at home 
over the longer run. He took the McLen- 
nan in 1955. after his Palm Beach effort. 

Social Outeast is also in the Widener 
at 121 pounds. against 127 for Nashua. 
Trainer Bill Winfrey is not certain wheth- 
er to keep him here or move on to Cali- 
fornia for rich engagements there. 

As everyone knows, Social Outcast trav- 
eled 12.000 miles in 1955, set 3 
track records. competed in 8 stakes at 15 
different race tracks. He was the third- 
biggest money-winner in 1955 with $390.- 
775.

Tropical Park’s Fire 


Irving Gushen. president of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion, flew in from New Orleans to expedite 
insurance payments to 


horsemen whose 


Thoroughbreds were destroyed when wind- 
whipped flames swept through Barn 3 at 
Tropical Park on January 26. 
According to Gushen, there now is in 
effect a blanket insurance policy which 
applies to every track in the United States. 
it was inaugurated on April 1, 1955. 
“We have fire insurance up to $10.000 
on all horses. We have set a fair insur- 
ance value through establishment of pay- 
ments based on the claiming price. — In 
other words, if a horse raced and won for 
$2.500. the policy would be worth that 


much. All allowance horses which have 
not raced in claimers receive the maxi- 
mum. Under the HBPA master policy, 


horsemen also are insured for tack up to a 
value of $500.” 


Six horses burned to death in_ their 
stalls. Two of those which were released 
by attendants had been critically 


burned they were destroyed by veterinar- 
lans. 

The origin of the spectacular blaze, 
which sent more than 100 panic-stricken 
liorses stampeding through nearby residen- 
tial and business areas, still is unknown. 

N. L. Haymaker. of Hyattville, Md., ap- 
peared to be the heaviest loser in the fire. 
Ten of his horses were quartered in the 
barn, and 5 were believed destroyed. in- 
cluding Cable Break. which won at Hia- 
leah Park on opening day. Haymaker 
previously had lost horses in fires at Lin- 
coln Downs and Waterford Park.

CANADA 
Hint of New Track 


Toronto. At the annual meeting of 
the Ontario Jockey Club, held here on 
January 16, the entire board of directors 
was returned to office. Of a less conclu- 
sive nature was the disclosure that the 
OJC might consider the erection of yet 
another race course. 

Pursued on this matter, George C. Hen- 
drie. OJC general manager. said that E. P. 
Taylor, who had dropped the first hint. 
“must be figuring that when the St. Law- 
rence Seaway comes through, the Old 
Woodbine layout would be taken over by 
the resultant industrial expansion.” 

In the matter of financial reports, OJC 
and its subsidiary operations in 1955 
showed consolidated earnings, after de- 
preciation but before funded debt charges. 
of $1.052,804. In 1954 it had been $995,- 
974. in 1953 $742,526. 

Funded debt charges, income taxes, and 
the interest of minority shareholders in 
subsidiary companies amounted to $418,- 
841. Deducting this from the total earn- 
ings shows a profit of $633,963. which 
was transferred to earned surplus. 

Later in the week the Ontario Racing 
Commission approved a new racing calen- 
dar for the province. There will be 186 
days of racing, 21 more than in 1955. The 
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season will open April 14, earliest in On- 
tario history. and will close November 17, 
latest in history.

The best compliment paid her came 
from Marcel Boussac, who said she was 
the best 2-year-old he ever bred — and 
he has bred some good ones. 

Philius and Verrieres. 2 colts which ran 
their best behind Apollonia. were ranked 
just under her in the handicap. Verrieres 
was beaten 2 lengths by the champion in 
the Prix Morny. Philius by a length and 
a half in the Grand Criterium. —Philius 
ran 5 times without winning, and he was 
a backward sort of colt. Verrieres won 2 
races in the spring. and did not race in 


the fall. 


Buisson Ardent and Midget are fourth 
and fifth on the list. Midget ran 3 times 
in France. finishing 3 lengths behind 
Apollonia in the Prix Yacowlef and _ the 
Prix Morny and unplaced behind the 
champion in the Grand Criterium. Her 
ranking is right. but the difference be- 
tween her and Apollonia should have 
been 6 pounds rather than 5.

Salute and Criticism 


Derroir. James H. Inglis. adventurous 
commissioner of racing in Michigan. sent 
a whopping big annual report to Gov. G. 
Mennen Williams this year. 

It took Inglis 60 pages of single-spaced 
copy to cover both Thoroughbred and 
harness racing in Michigan in 1955, Start- 
ing with a salute to racing fans and “the 
No. 1 spectator sport.” the commissioner 
ranged through every conceivable phase of 
racing. Helping him were figure- 
packed charts. 

“Despite the fact that race track patrons 
are the most heavily taxed sports fans in 
America.” said Inglis. “their enthusiasm 
for their favorite pastime seldom wavers. 
Their loyal support has built horse racing 
in Michigan and in the entire nation to 
an undisputed position as the No. 1 spec- 
tator sport.” 

. Then followed such diverse 
the relationship of all racing 
officials in the state. pictures of officials 
at both Thoroughbred tracks. a summary 
of the 1955 season, report on charity rac- 
ing. sale of the Michigan Racing Associa- 
tion track. date allocation. new tracks. 
saliva- and urine-testing research. breed- 
ing. denominational wagering. etc. 

As for the racing itself. Inglis noted that 
both attendance and betting at the run- 
ning tracks were off “a shade” from 1954 
and well below the all-time high levels of 
1953.

The Contrasts 


“Wagering totals were ahead of last 
year.” said the commissioner. “but only 
because the normal season of 114 days 
was extended by 4 extra racing days for a 
6-day charity meet.” 

In contrast to the Thoroughbred tracks. 
which were down one per cent in betting 
and 5.2 per cent in attendance. Inglis 
pointed out that harness racing would 
have topped its all-time record if it had 
not been for a 3-day horsemen’s strike at 
the start of the season. 

Hazel Park. for the fourth time in 7 
years. surpassed its larger rival. the De- 
troit: Race Course. handling $40.034.115 
and attracting 669.291 fans in 56 days. 
The Detroit Race Course fell off nearly 
$2.500.000 at the mutuel windows. Betting 
totaled $37.926.260: attendance was 582.- 
301. This did not include the 6 days of 
charity racing at the MRA track. during 
which betting and attendance were even 
more disappointing. 

By way of comparison. all 4 harness 
associations showed improvement over 
1954 in almost every department. For the 
season the Standardbred sport was up 6.8 
per cent in betting and 2.7 in attendance. 

Extremely hot weather and full employ-

ment were cited by Inglis as factors which 
hurt afternoon Thoroughbred racing and 
favored night harness racing. 


“One Disturbing Aspect” 


Moving along to the sale of the MRA 
track. the commissioner told the governor 
that the deal was made possible by a pro- 
vision in the track’s articles of ineorpora- 
tion. calling for redemption of the cor- 
peration’s preferred stock before Novem- 
ber 1. 1958. 

“The problem of raising at least $4.- 
250.000 cash for this operation was a pri- 
mary consideration.” said Inglis of the 
eventual sale of the MRA track to the 
Oxford Building Company and its subse- 
quent lease to the MRA.” 

The fact that E. E. Dale Shaffer and 
George Haggarty. president vice 
president of the MRA, “were instrumental 
raising $2.350.000 of the $2,750.000 
purchase price” raised some questions in 
Inglis’ mind as to the future. 

There was no question, Inglis said, that 
the track would benefit from income-tax 
advantages as a result of the sale, but to 
him “there is one disturbing aspect.” 

“Under the lease the MRA is given sole 
responsibility for physical improvements. 
Yet. as a tenant, will the MRA be as 
much interested in physical improvements 
as they were when they owned the prop- 
erty? ... As this year approaches. there 
will not be very much incentive on the 
part of the MRA to build additions to the 
plant.” 

On the matter of dates and the im- 
portant Supreme Court decision ordering 
Inglis to restore 3 days taken away from 
Hazel Park. the commissioner had 2 ob- 
servations. 

“Summing up the opinion (of the court) 
as it bears on future date allocations. it 
would seem to say: 

“1. The Racing Commissioner does not 
need to be concerned about holding the 
total season to any particular length. 

“2. State revenue is the best guide as to 
which track. if any, should have preference 
over the other in dates.” 

When Inglis had cut Hazel Park’s dates 
to give a charity meeting to the Detroit 
tace Course. he cited better facilities at 
the mile track. Earlier he also had ar- 


gued that the Michigan racing season 
should not extend beyond its present 


limits — usually 114 to 118 days. 
The Discriminating Public 


Inglis explained some of the drop in 
betting at the MRA on the lower quality 
of horses. “An examination of the wager- 
ing on individual races.” he noted. “does 
indicate rather strongly that the public is 
discriminating in this regard and that 
considerably larger sums are wagered on

“From this point of view the state does 
have an interest in assisting the racing as- 
sociations in attracting and programming 
a better caliber of horses. if possible.” 

The commissioner credited increased in- 
terest in breeding Thoroughbred race 
horses on Michigan farms “with prospects 
that good crops of Michigan-bred 2-year- 
olds will be at the races here during the 
next few years.” 

The 1956 yearling show holds promise, 
Inglis said, “because the public will have 
its first opportunity to see colts by Bully 
Boy and The Poet. 2 well-bred stallions 
brought to Dama Farms during the last 2 
years... . In addition to the pleasure and 
sport involved in rearing and _ training 
Thoroughbred race horses, Michigan farm- 
ers have a monetary incentive in the breed- 
ers awards paid by Detroit tracks.” 

At times Inglis praised. often he jabbed 
at weak spots. And he showed how far a 
man with little racing background can 
travel in just 3 years.

Cuicaco. When the U. S. Remount 
Service stallion Lantados died in 1932 at 
the age of 14 it was believed quite general- 
ly. although erroneously. that the male line 
of Lexington finally had come to an end. 
For some years thereafter the American 
Racing Manual carried the following re- 
marks in its chapter on America’s leading 
sires: 

“It is simply a crime that the negligence 
of American’ breeders permitted the 
magnificent male line. which began with 
the first Epsom Derby winner. *Diomed, 
and came down through Sir Archy. Timo- 
leon. and Boston to Lexington. to perish 
from the face of the earth.” 

Lantados, a foal of 1918. descended from Lexington through 
Norfolk. Emperor of Norfolk, and Cruzados. Norfolk and 
Emperor of Norfolk are names rich in Turf lore. 

Cruzados was the fastest horse ever owned by E. J. (Lucky) 
Baldwin. At the age of 7 and again at 8 he was taken out 
of retirement to bring off betting coups. which he accomplished 
with complete success. He was a brother to El Salado. dam 
of the superb race horse Jack Atkin. winner of 56 races. 
Lantados inherited the terrific speed of his sire. but he was 
raced lightly. He did not race at 2, he easily won his only 
start at 3. and at 4 he beat the former Withers Stakes winner 
Motor Cop. a famous sprinter, in a special sweepstakes. His 
trainer. Jim Curl. called Lantados the fastest horse he ever 
laid a hand on. To support the statement. he said Lantados 
worked five-eighths in :5725 at Tijuana, Pan Zareta’s long- 
standing world record being :5715. 

In 1932. the year of his death. Lantados was bred to several 
Thoroughbred mares. One of these, Affectionette., a daughter of 
the Preakness winner Damrosch. threw a brown colt. which was 
purchased by David G. Frame, of Reliance. S. D. 

As a young horseman in the days of Gallant Fox. Frame had 
been an assistant to the famous Belair Stud trainer James Fitz- 
simmons. No man could wish for higher recommendation, both 
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Sagamore Farm. where he stood until sold 
to Lund in 1945 for $130.000. 

In the United States he sired the stakes 
winners Stud Poker. Sun Bahram. Yankee 
Hill. Bovard. Mayram. Super Duper. Stone 
Age. Caltha. Cutty Hunk. Cedar Creek. 
He also was the sire of 
the dams of *Noor. *Poona II. Fleet Argo. 
*Nahar II, Goyamo. Elpenor. Daily Trou- 
ble. Sometime Thing. and Jimminy Baxter.

as to character and as a horseman than is 
given Dave Frame by Nashua’s trainer. 

Frame gave the name Rey El Rio to the 
yearling son of Lantados. After some 
sensational trials, just as the colt was 
ready for the races, he badly injured a 
shoulder and had to be stopped. Unable 
to stand training. he entered the stud at 
Frame’s 3,000-acre Raceland Ranch. near 
Reliance. where Frame raised cattle and 
Thoroughbreds. which he sold to the gov- 
ernment and to owners of small racing 
stables. 

Due to his isolated location. Rey El Rio 
had but few real opportunities at stud. 
But many of his get raced at bush 
meetings throughout the West and quite a number won at 
recognized tracks—his best son, Rey El Tierra, a winner in 4 
seasons: Easter Rio, winner to the age of 10; Nellie Ray. 6 wins 
at 5: and Miss Seat, Don Marco, Everard. Lou Tados. Dusky 
Rio. Speed Merchant. Treasure Man, Race King. Sure Lock. and 
others. Rey El Rio was keeping the male line of Lexington 
alive when he died at the age of 22 on December 5. 1955, at 
Frame’s ranch. 

Frame still has the 11-year-old Rey El Tierra at Raceland 
Ranch. He also has a 3-year-old colt and 2 yearling colts by 
Rey El Rio, and 3 mares are due to foal to the old horse this year. 

Here and there, in more or less obscurity. are several other 
entire sons of Rey El Rio. Two, named Long Draw and Air 
Castle. were brought to Illinois a number of years ago by 
Walter B. Prendergast. a Chicago lawyer. This writer had the 
pleasure of winning several races with Don Marco before that 
son of Rey El Rio was claimed. after which he won still more 
races. But in the twilight of his once powerful male line. 
Dave Frame alone seems to be keeping alive the dim shadow 
of Lexington. 

Lexington’s blood permeates the breed, but his male line 
would be as dead as the dodo were it not for David G. Frame.

Keynote: Co-Operation 


The annual convention of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion was held on January 23-24 in New 
Orleans. On January 23 an open forum 
and a business session were held at the 
Fair Grounds. The next night the conven- 
tion closed with a dinner-dance at which 
Lou Smith. general manager of Rocking- 


ham Park. received the annual HBPA 
award for service to racing. 
The forum. presided over by Irving 


Gushen. HBPA president. featured talks 
by Ira Drymon. president of the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America: Amory L. 
Haskell. president of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations: Edward Coffey. vice 
president of the Thoroughbred Racing and 
Protective Bureau: Max Tobias. chairman 
of the Louisiana State Racing Commis- 
sion: Keene Daingerfield. secretary of the 
Society of North American Racing Offi- 
cials: Sterling Young. executive secretary 
of the Jockeys’ Guild: and J. Samuel Perl- 
man. of Triangle Publications. 

As at the TRA convention. one of the 
keenest notes was struck by Drymon. who 
in a 3-page prepared address offered to 
race tracks the service of a Thoroughbred 
Club committee’s study of early-closing 
stakes. Said Drymon: 

“At this time the TCA is concerned 
with the present closing dates and pay- 
ment dates of our many early-closing 
stakes at the different race tracks. and we 
think your organization. which includes 
owners and trainers. is just as much inter- 
ested as we are. It is not our intention to 
try to tell the race tracks. nor you. how 
to run your business. but rather to point 
out some of the problems the breeders

and owners. particularly the owners, have, 
and to make some suggestions which we 
think will be helpful. 

“Amory Haskell. president of the TRA, 
said he would appoint a committee to 
study this situation and our proposals. and 
asked if | would serve with it. I will be 
glad to serve. and | hope that we can make 
recommendations that will help present a 
composite picture so all tracks with early- 
closing stakes can adopt a schedule with 
more uniformity of closing dates. payment 
dates. and the amount of payments. 

“Now I should like to discuss the 
amount of money put up by the breeders 
and owners (most of it by the owners) as 
compared to the amount put up by the 
tracks for the early-closing stakes. 

“In earlier days—before the TRA and 
the HBPA— when the tracks were get- 
ting established and were not making the 
money they have during the past few 
years. they needed a larger proportion of 
the purse from the breeders and owners 
who wanted to help establish and improve 
racing in any way they could. They still 
want to help. but it is a known fact that 
owners of racing stables make far less on 
their investment than do the tracks. (The 
average race horse doesn’t even pay his 
way, whereas the track do.) It is also 
known that in some stakes the breeders 
and owners pay more of the purse than 
do the tracks, and in many other stakes 
they pay a very high percentage of the 
purse. As a matter of fact. in 1954. 18 
races. ranging from $10.000 to $100.000 
in added value. at 16 major tracks. re- 
ceived $613.420 from breeders and owners 
as compared to $290.000 put up by the 
tracks. One $100.000 race received $169.- 


000 from the horsemen. Thirty-eight other

stakes races at 13 major tracks had from 
35 to 50 per cent of the gross value of the 
purse contributed by the horsemen. 


“A committee of the TCA has prepared 
a schedule of changes for all early-closing 
stakes. We don’t expect the tracks to 
adopt this schedule at once. nor in full 
at any time. but we do believe they will 
see the advisability of changes and_ will 
work with us. I hope the HBPA_ will 
join us in helping work this out.” 


Haskell told the convention that every- 
one “must pull together. It is a faet that 
if one body in racing does not prosper. 
then neither can the others. Particularly. 
from the management's side. they cannot 
have good purses unless the tracks make 
money.” 


He said the HBPA “should support the 
tracks’ fight against state legislatures and

Said Haskell: “The TRA and its mem- 
ber tracks always are willing to co-operate 
with the HBPA on the national and local 
level. The only thing we ask is equal 
understanding straightforward deal- 
ing by the horsemen. No matter how lit- 
tle the problem. bring it to the attention 
of the track immediately so that it does not 
become a big problem. This is the way in 
which a good understanding is developed.” 

At a business which 
the forum, several minor amendments to 
the HBPA’s by-laws were adopted, includ- 
ing changes in election procedures and 
business management of the various divi- 
sions. The directors also adopted 2. reso- 
lutions: one called for HBPA members to 
use union blacksmiths whenever available 
“in order that | horsemen| avail themselves 
of expert and professional help: the 
second instructed the secretary of each divi- 
sion to notify the national office of any 
benevolence in excess of $50. Purpose of 
the second resolution was to provide better 
records for the national office and_ to 
eliminate the possibility of habitual de- 
pendence upon the benevolency funds.

Keeneland Wins 


Keeneland got its wish on January 31 
when the Kentucky Senate gave final ap- 
proval to a bill exempting pari-mutuel bet- 
ting at the Lexington track from taxation 
by the state. The 25-12. The 
measure had passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives last week. 


vote Was 


Keeneland’s tax exemption, one of the 
campaign promises last year of Gov. A. B. 
(Happy) Chandler, was the second test of 
strength to which the governor had sub- 
mitted himself. In the first. he had turned 
his back on a proposal to repeal a one- 
cent tax on cigarettes. and opponents of 
the Keeneland measure quickly linked the 
2 bills together for purposes of obstrue- 
tion. Opponents asked why. if the state 
needed the cigarette money. the governor 
was willing to give away approximately 
$300.000 a vear in pari-mutuel taxes. 

The measure was defended by Fayette 
County Sen. John Anggelis. its sponsor in 
the Senate. He pointed out that Keene- 
land had donated $1.000.000 for benevolent 
purposes before the 1954 legislature re- 
pealed its tax-exemption. and he said that 
the track had pledged its future earnings 
to denominational colleges in Kentucky. 


Replied Sen. C. W. Maloney. of Madi- 


sonville, one of the supporters of the move 
to repeal the cigarette tax: “They tell you 
Keeneland will donate to the colleges if 
we repeal this tax. This tax has been 
netting the State of Kentucky $300,000 a 
year. The record shows that Keeneland 
has given away $1.000.000 in 20 vears. 
That is an average of $50.000 a year. Now 
| ask you. what businessman wouldn't give 
away $50.000 a vear if he saw the chance 
to get back $250.000 a year into his own 
kitty?” 

Said Sen. Cecil Sanders. 
“Have you gentlemen stopped to think 
what we are doing? We voted to leave the 
cigarette tax at 3 cents a pack. which 
figures to 12 cents on the dollar. Yet. we 
are here about to vote to relieve the bettors 
at Keeneland of a tax of only 4 cents on 
the dollar.” 

What galled most legislative opponents 
of the Keeneland measure was the prospect 
that the governor would. ask them to ap- 
prove an additional tax source with which 
to bolster the Kentucky treasury. 

Sen. Joe Grace. of Paducah. said that 
Chandler had made it clear during the 
campaign that he intended to return to 
Keeneland its tax-exemption. The fact 
that the governor was elected by the 
biggest majority in the state’s history was

interpreted by the Paducah legislator as a 
“mandate to support the governor's  pro- 


gram.” 


Just Home Folks 


Michigan State Sen. Stanley Novak 
last week proposed a measure which 


would require all race track officials in 
the state to be residents of Michigan. He 
disapproved of “these $100-a-day jobs” 
going to those who did not call Michigan 
their home. 

Immediately after introduction of the 
bill. Keene Daingerfield. secretary of the 
Society of North American Racing Of- 
ficials. sent the following message to the 
Michigan legislator: 

“Our organization. comprising 185 quali- 
fied racing officials. protests your bill re- 
quiring officials to be residents of Mich- 
igan. Those positions require long ex- 
perience and great technical skill. With 
racing affording your state with such tre- 
mendous revenue. you can ill afford to 
turn its conduct over to unqualified per- 
sens on purely political basis. This 
type of bill is un-American as well as 
impractical.”

Traffic Judge and the 2-year-old filly Miss 
Todd—and another. the 4-year-old Hasty 
Road, probably would have rated higher 
if he had not been retired after his win 
in the Widener Handicap in February. 

While Mooers’ rise in the sport is fairly 
recent, his interest in horses is not. He 
grew up in Seattle. where his home was 
near the old Meadows race track. As a 
part-time job Mooers walked “hots” for 
the late Phil Reilly, who offered to take 
him with his stable as an apprentice 
jockey. Mooers’ parents frowned upon 
the idea. and Clifford stayed 
at the University of Seattle to 
receive a law degree. 

In 1913 Mooers. tired of the 
same old horizons. decided to 
taste a little of the romance 
and adventure he felt lay 
beyond King County. and he 
and a friend. Frank Coyle. set 
out for Alaska. 

Remembering that day. 
Coyle says. “Cliff and I went 
to Alaska in the Shushanna 
Gold Rush. We mushed in 75 
miles south of Dawson. Five 
weeks on the trail and 40 
degrees below zero. We never 
found a pinch of gold. I came 
back to Seattle. but Cliff went 
on to Seward.” 

Mooers stayed in Seward 
until the United States entered 
World War I, when he return- 
ed to Seattle and enlisted in 
the Air Corps. In February, 
1919, he was discharged in 
Fort Worth. Texas. Mooers 
admits that the next few vears 


were not among his most 
prosperous. “Since I was a 


broke soldier—I had only one 
month’s pay in my_ pocket 
when I got out of the Air 
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Corps—I went to work in the oil fields 
to learn something about drilling. I *poor- 
boyed’ it for the next couple of years. 
After I had accumulated a few dollars 
another fellow and I drilled a wildcat well 
4 miles south of Burkburnett, Texas. and. 
after missing the expected oil sand at 
approximately 1,200 feet. we drilled on 
in hopes of finding something. At 1.420 
feet we drilled into a sand that proved 
to carry gas. and to make a long story 
short, brought in the first gas well in 
north Texas. 

“When the well was tested it proved to 
be a gasser of 32.000.000 feet per day 
capacity. There was very little market for 
gas, and having no money and no line 
pipe to transport the gas anywhere. we 
naturally had many problems. We finally 
a franchise from the little town of 
Burkburnett and organized a distributing 
company. which was quite a feat since we 
had no money. no meters, and no pipes. 
However. the gas well proved to be a sort 
of a taw that enabled us to get our toe in 
the crack of the financial door.” 

A short time later Mooers formed the 
Shasta Oil Company, which grew into one

of the largest independent oil companies 
in Texas before Mooers sold out to Stand. 
ard Oil of Indiana. 

The success of Shasta brought Mooers 
to the front of the business world, but he 
shied from publicity. In 1943. a reporter 
from Time called to say the magazine 
wanted to publish a feature on Mooers and 
his financial adventures. Mooers replied 
that he was not interested in the story be. 
cause he did not consider himself news. 
worthy. The Time reporter asked him 
what he thought made a man newsworthy, 
Said Mooers: “I would be of news value 
if I swam the Atlantic Ocean. and if | 
did it underwater | am damn sure that | 
would be worth a story.” 


Transition Complete 


During his years in Texas Mooers had 


assembled a large show horse. stable, 
which included the champions King’s 


Genius and Beau Gallant. In the early 
1940°s he began te mix show horses and 
Thoroughbreds. although show horses re- 
mained his primary interest. In 1945 he 
bought from J. D. Weil the 500-acre Wal- 
nut Springs Farm, about 10 miles north- 
east of Lexington, and 2 years later he 
sold out his complete stable of 87 show 
horses for $212.600. an average of $2.444, 
The transition was complete. 

Walnut Springs had gained notice as a 
Thoroughbred farm during the brief 
period. 1929-1931. when it was owned by 
F. Ambrose Clark. Clark had bought the 
place from Weil and had spent $200.000 
getting it ready for horses. But before 
the first horse set foot on the 
farm Clark’s interest began to 
wane. and he resold the pro- 
perty to Weil, who sold it 
again 14 years later to Mooers. 
Almost immediately good for- 
tune began dogging the new 
owner. 

Two of Mooers’ earliest 
broodmare purchases were 
Escutcheon. 18-year-old 
mare by *Sir Gallahad III. 
and Tourterelle. a 5-year-old 
mare by Stimulus. Escutcheon 
was a risk because of her age. 
but Mooers gambled because 
of her excellent record. A 
stakes winner herself. she was 
the dam of Mars Shield, 
Strange Device. Escarpment. 
and Bourtai. All were stakes 
producers, and Mars Shield 
and Strange Device also had 
won stakes. Escutcheon pro- 
duced 4 foals for Mooers. in- 
cluding the stakes winner By 
Far. Two of the foals were 
fillies. and hoth now are in 
the Walnut Springs brood- 
mare band. 

Tourterelle was bought in 
partnership with the late Dr. 
D. L. Proctor, Lexington 
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Three of the top mares in Clifford Mooers’ brood- 
Miss Traffic, 
Tourterelle (shown clockwise). Lurline B., won 
the Santa Margarita Handicap and earned ap- 
proximately $50,000. Her first foal, Nalur, sold 
for the record price of $86,000 at the 1954 Keene- 
Miss Traffic, which placed 
in several stakes and earned $59,980, is a daugh- 
ter of Traffic Court, dam of Hasty Road and 
Traffic Judge. Tourterelle, one of Mooers’ first 
Thoroughbred purchases, is the dam of the stakes 
winners Old Rockport ($172,105) and Kingly.

veterinarian whose son today continues the 
father’s practice. When Dr. Proctor died 
in 1947, Mooers bought the estate’s interest 
in Tourterelle and her yearling colt by 
Carrier Pigeon. The colt was Old Rock- 
port. which later won the Santa Anita 
Derby and the Centennial and Argonaut 
Handicaps and earned $172,105. In 1949 
Tourterelle produced Kingly. which won 
2 stakes and earned more than $60.000. 

Old Rockport was the first stakes win- 
ner bred by Movers, but he was not the 
first to race for him. At the 1946 Keene- 
land summer sales Movers had paid $13.- 
000 to get Bold Gallant. a Questionnaire 
colt which won the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes the next year. Both Bold Gallant 
and Old Rockport were trained by Phil 
Reilly. the man for whom Mooers had 
worked more than 30 years before. 

In the fall of 1948 Mooers bought the 
good race mare Traffic Court. by Discovery 
—Traffic. and her first foal. a weanling 
filly by Boxthorn, from Ed Janss Jr.. own- 
er of Conejo Ranch. Camarillo, Calif. The 
filly was Miss Traffic. which finished 
second in the Hollywood Oaks and the 
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Beldame Handicap and earned $59,980 in 
seasons. Traffic Court's next foal was 
Hasty Road. In the spring of 1952 she foal- 
ed Traffic Judge, and in the summer she 
died. 

Movers had bought several other mares 
on the West Coast when he got Traffic 
Court. and he soon decided to breed horses 
in California. in addition to Kentucky. 
For several years now he has boarded a 
large group of mares at Ellwood B. John- 
ston’s Old English Rancho, Chino. 

By 1952 the broodmare band had out- 
grown the available openings in the racing 
stable. Mooers began to sell some of 
each yearling crop, and by 1954 he was 
sending consignments to both the Keene- 
land summer sales and the Del Mar sales. 
At Keeneland in 1954 he sold a colt by 
*Nasrullah out of the stakes-winning 
Lurline B. for $86.000. a new American 
record for a yearling sold at auction. The 
buyer was a syndicate of F. J. Adams. 
Texas oil man: the runner-up was Allie 
FE. Reuben. who had bought Hasty Road 
from Mooers for $23.100 2 vears before. 

At the 1954 sales at Del Mar. Mooers 


sold one of the year’s best bargains. Rukin 
Jelks. Arizona Quarter Horse breeder and 
owner. got Miss Todd, best 2-year-old filly 
in California last year, for $8,700. 

Mooers has reduced his racing stable 
considerably in the last 2 years. The big 
money-earner of his present stable is 
Traffic Judge, which earned $226,164 in 
1955. 

The Broodmares 


The broodmare band, which includes 
about 45 mares in Kentucky and 30 in 
California, also is scheduled for reduction. 
In his rush to build a large stud, Mooers 
had acquired some mares which did not 
possess good credentials—but he also had 
acquired a large group of mares with good 
records and/or good relations. A sample:

Defense of Spanish Racing 
After reading Mr. Charles R. Fleisch- 


mann’s notes from Lisbon. printed in 
The Blood-Horse of January 7 under the 
title “Search for a Horse Race.” I feel 
compelled to accept) Mr. Fleischmann’s 
challenge and inform him that the facts 
of which he speaks. at least as regards 
racing in Spain. are entirely opposed to 
those [ know. In the first place. to 
compare Portuguese racing with Spanish 
racing is like comparing American soccer 
with the European brand. One just doesn't. 


Spanish racing until the Civil War was 
a very interesting and high-grade sport 
for those who knew and followed it. It 
Was not vast, but it was select and every 
year there were some fine horses bred and 
raced in Spain. Spain has a fine Thorough- 
bred racing tradition. dating back to 1891. 
as well as fine Anglo-Arab and Arab rac- 
ing. tracing back for centuries. Spain play- 
ed a great part in the formation of the Irish 
horse and the Hunter horse. the latter be- 
ing the progeny of the Irish mare and the 
Thoroughbred sire. This breed originated 
in the numerous stallions brought to Ire- 
land in the 15th century. There was a 
regular trade between the south and west of 
Treland and Spain for many centuries— 


Ireland exporting wool. hides. and butter. 
and receiving in return, wine. cloth. horses. 
and spices. This class of Spanish horse 
introduced was the Andalusian Barb. Like- 
wise, Spain also contributed to the forma- 
tion of the English Thoroughbred. Edward 
III secured Spanish horses to cross on the 
heavy English horse, and later Henry VIII. 
who is usually credited with having estab- 
lished the Royal studs at various places 
in England. was presented with Barbs by 
the Spanish government. 

But. to come back to the present. let it 
be known that the noted international sire 
Teddy won the Grand Premio de San 
Sebastian from a field of 26 horses over 
the San Sebastian. or Lasarte. race track. of 
which Mr. Fleischmann speaks. And on the 
straight course at the same track the Aga 
Khan won the local Futurity. or Criterium. 
with the filly La Roseraie. who was to be- 
come later the dam of Ambrose Light. 
sire of Voleanic. who in turn established 
records in the United States on both turf 
and dirt tracks. 

Spanish jockeys owe their fine styles 
and know-how to such excellent riders as 
George Archibald. Willie O'Connor. F. O. 
O'Neill. G. Garner. and Lucien Lyne. all 
of whom rode in Spain. Lucien Lyne 
rode in Spain for many years for the king.

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Alfonso XII. and I am sure that were he 
alive today that fine gentleman and reins. 
man would agree with me that Spanish 
racing. aside from Derby week at Churchill 
Downs and a few stakes at Keeneland, 
would be superior to any seen at other 
tracks in Kentucky. 

The Grand Prix of Biarritz (France) 
mentioned by Mr. Fleischmann was won 
several times by horses bred and raced in 
Spain. Atlantida and Colindres both won 
it. and Cap Polonio. a crack Spanish. 3- 
year-old, went up the “Big Apple”. at 
Maisons-Laffitte and. after winning the 
Handicap de la Tamise, narrowly missed 
against the best French 3-vear-olds a week 
later in the Gold Cup. 

Spanish owners imported horses from 
Ireland. France. and England, and_ the 
stock was of high quality. Sons of 
Meleager. Tracery. Filibert de Savoie, 
Rabelais. Aleantara II. Ksar. Dark Japan. 
and even of your own Fitz Herbert raced 
and won on Spanish tracks. and a leading 
Spanish sire owned by the Spanish Na- 
tional Military Stud known as Choix de 
Roi was by Rock Sand. This stallion 
sired some fine specimens. 

The present track at Madrid is a beauty. 
Strange as it may seem. bullfighting is not 
what hurts Spanish racing attendance but 
Association League football. Bullfighting 
has only a limited public, like boxing in 
the United States. and there are thousands 
of modern Spaniards who have never seen 
a bullfight. nor do they care to. The bull 
rings on racing days (Sundays) draw only 
about 17.000 spectators. but football games 
draw from 65.000 to 80.000 on the same 
dey. The race track at Madrid draws 
about 5.000. while the track at San Sebas- 
tian seldom draws more than 3.000. Until 
recently the average Spaniard did not earn 
sufficient to enable him to pay the price 
of admission and then permit him to in- 
vest additional funds in betting on the 
horses. Only the wealthier could attend. 
In the Andalusian provinces of the south 
of Spain, where many Anglo-Arab and 
Arab racing meetings are held, the interest 
in the racing from a competitive stand- 
point and love of the horse is quite high 
and attendance at these meetings is 
surprisingly good when you consider. as 
I have said, that the Spaniard of the 
southern agricultural regions has even less 
money than the northern fan. The Spanish 
National Stud and other southern owners 
have the finest racing Arabs in the world. 
and test their horses every year at these 
meetings. ... 

I cannot agree with Mr. Fleischmann’s 
remarks regarding the racing strip [at 
San Sebastian] being so very uneven and 
so full of bald spots. I myself have 
frequently walked it. and I can assure you 
it is every bit as good or better than the 
turf at Laurel. over which the Laurel 
International is run. . .

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Okay, but.... 


Concerning the article by Charles R. 
Fleischmann on racing in Portugal in 
your January 7 issue, 1 would like to say 
that | think he is correct in saying that 
the lack of interest there is due to bull- 
fighting. However. I hardly think that 
Mr. Fleischmann saw a Portuguese bull- 
fight. for he would not have referred to 
the Portuguese treating their horses in 
the bad manner that the Spanish do in 
their bullfights. 


The horses in the Portuguese bullfights 
are entirely different, for they are beauti- 
fully trained and hardly ever get touched 
by the bull (and even then. only slightly 
scratched). Furthermore. the bulls that 
fight the bullfighters on horse usually have 
their horns trimmed down. and then 
leather caps are put on the ends. How- 
ever. last summer | admit that I did see 
one fight in which the bulls horns were 
left as they normally are. but no horse 
vot touched by them. 


I might add that it is a delight to ride 
these horses, as I was very fortunate and 
rode some horses belonging to... the 
best of the Portuguese horse bullfighters. 
These horses are lovely to watch and are 
well trained in many dressage movements. 
In fact. | believe that it takes about five 
years of training before a horse is ready 
to actually be used for fighting. 


I think that anyone going to Portugal 
should by all means see a bullfight there. 
as it is wonderful to see the art of the 
excellently performing horses and_ their 
riders. If Mr. Fleischmann could see 
this. | am sure he would not say that the 
Portuguese do not love their horses.

Nationalities in Question 


In the News or Not section of The Blood- 
Horse for January 21, 1956, there is a 
report of an inquiry by the magazine into 
the nationality of the great stallion 
*Nasrullah. Major Cyril Hall. manager 
of the Aga Khan’s Irish stud farms. in his 
answer to The Blood-Horse, places 
*Nasrullah’s birthplace at Newmarket. 
England. where his dam had been sent 
for breeding. But, since the gestation 
period for the mare was spent in Ireland. 
he considered the foal to be Irish-bred. 
Major Hall indicates that his opinion con- 
cerning the nationality of foals in the 
British Isles is in line with the prevailing 
opinion in the islands. 

I suppose that the Amerean Stud Book 
accepts the terms of nationality which are 
in effect in the countries whose Stud Books 
are accepted by us. even though those 
terms are in disagreement with ASB 
policy for native born Thoroughbreds. 
Our Stud Book rules that a foal is “bred”

to his location at the time of service. If 
ASB policy was extended to cover the 
British Isles, then *Nasrullah would be 
an English-bred. 

Many prominent American horsemen in- 
sist that a foal should bear the nationality 
of the sire, or rather, of the place where 
the mating occurred. If *Nasrullah’s 
sire was standing in Ireland at the time of 
the service which produced our great stal- 
lion. then *Nasrullah would be Irish-bred 
regardless of gestation and subsequent 
foaling. Now we have a third dimension 
to this old argument. 

Since The Blood-Horse has begun an 
investigation into the nationality ques. 
tion. perhaps it would be approprate to 
request an English opinion on the nations 
ality of Cavalcade and Pensive. 

The whole tribe of *Noor. 
Nearco, Pharis, and Pharos is very much 
confused in the accounts given in this 
country regarding the nationalities of the 
individuals. The opponents of American 
Stud Book policy first encountered this 
confusion in the case of *Noor. which was 
called Irish-bred even though the mating 
service occurred in England. An extenu- 
ating circumstance in *Noor’s case was 
the fact that *Nasrullah had been trans- 
ferred to Ireland by the time the foal was 
dropped in that country. Therefore it 
was not necessary for anti-stud book 
factions to abandon their preference for 
nationality based on location of the sire 
rather than location of the dam. 

Nearco is called Italian, Pharis is said 
to be French, and the sire of both, Pharos, 
is English. The question arises: Is there 
a consistent description of nationality in 
the tail-male line behind *Nasrullah? A 
tremendous number of pedigrees will bear 
this male line grouping and it may be 
worthwhile to clear up some of the cons 
fusion at this stage in the game.
